Claim 19 appears to refer to the 
revising/linking feature of claim; however, the feature appears to be more closely related 
to the renaming feature (rather than transferring resource between modules), which is 
typical of compilers in order to make source code executable. Therefore, claims 1 1-22, 
drawn to class 717, subclass 140 drawn to compilers are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention.
